Three Drowned 
In One Family 


Fatal Accident When Car 
Crashes Into Canrnl; Parents 
and Brother of Margaret and 
Lillian Horn, High River 

As a result of a car fatality last 
Saturday evening, which took the 
lives of three people, Miss Lilian Horn 
of High River, and Miss Margaret 
Hom of the Galt Hospital, Lethbridge 
are the sole surviving members of a 
family of five. Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
Horn and their 27-year-old son Emil, 
were drowned when their car crashed 
through the railing of a bridge over 
the irrigation ditch near Barons, and 
dropped into the canal: They were 
returning from Lethbridge to their 
home near Vulcan when the tragedy 
occurred. 

Some time later Mrs. Bruce Clark, 
returning from Barons, noticed the 
brokenrailing on the bridge. She 
stopped to investigate and saw the 
wheels of an overturned car in the 
water and immediately notified the 
police. When Constable Eaton, R.C. 
M.P. investigated, he found all three 
drowned. An inquest will be held 
November 7. 

The family is well knqwn and high¬ 
ly regarded in the Vulcan district.. 
Miss Margaret Horn who is now a 
nurse at Galt Hospital, Lethbridge,, 
attended high school in Hlarh River 
two years ago. Miss Lillian Horn, 
her sister, ts now a student at High 
River high school. Both young ladies 
have many friends in High River, and 
the deepest sympathy is extended in 
this tragic bereavement. 

It is reported that the family suf¬ 
fered serious loss from fire earlier this 
fall. 

Another unusually sad feature is 
that the girls have no relatives in this 
country to whom they can turn. Mr. 
and Mrs. George Harper and Dr. and 
Mn. McNichol accompanied Miss Lil¬ 
lian to Lethbridge on Sunday to be 
with her sister, and to give all pos¬ 
sible assistance. 

Funeral services were held on Wed¬ 
nesday at Vulcan with quite a number 
of friends from High River attending.

DKEMIEK ABERHART who is quoted as saying in 

"*■ Winnipeg that the government of Alberta has 
done everything in its power to help the war effort, did 
not go so far as to say that his government had done 
everything in its power to help Alberta people help th^ 
war effort. He spoke of the loan-of government build¬ 
ings, such as the University residence, to the war de¬ 
partment and the purchase of $1,000,000 of war bonds. 
He did not mention any economies which had been prac¬ 
ticed to strengthen the financial footing of the prov¬ 
ince or ease tax burdens of the people. 

The Democratic Monetary Reform convention an¬ 
nounced a ten-point program having as its aims amongst 
other things the liberation of the country from the yoke 
of the present financial system; the abolition of unneces¬ 
sary poverty and privation; freedom from oppressive 
debt and taxation. The convention soared round in na¬ 
tional and international realms, but with no stress on 
economic accomplishments in the provincial field—a 
field over which the principal speakers have had full 
control in the past few years. 

No individual in his personal life and liveliehood 
works under his own conception of ideal conditions. If - 
he is a farmer, market conditions may be against him. 
If he is a merchant, competition may be his trouble. Ev¬ 
ery person has his own handicaps. But the majority get 
right down to business, size up the handicaps and ad¬ 
vantages, and tackle things on the basis of what actually 
exists. They know that alibis soon cease to be 1 convinc¬ 
ing, so they do the best with what means are at hand. 

The only way in which 1’remier Aberhart wall convince 
the interested bystander that he is capable of leading 
the country out of the present alleged wilderness into 
the heaven outlined in the ten-point program, is for him 
to make a success of the job he has as premier of Al¬ 
berta. If he had attacked his own position realistically, 
pulled this province out of its financial difficulties, re¬ 
duced taxes, lopped off all superfluous “services,” then 
he would have demonstrated fitness for larger leader¬ 
ship. His followers Would have grown in numbers and 
confidence. They would have been inclined to believe 
that a man who could achieve success under a system 
not of his own choosing, might be capable of leadership 
under conditions which he himself considered ideal. _ 

Instead of seizing the opportunity of proving himself 
in the provincial field where he sought and won election, 
he prefers to throw' up smoke screens of vague theory 
that now appear to be taking in the whole world. 

It is merely repetitious and wearying to go over elec¬ 
tion promises which were not fulfilled. But the new ten- 
point program aims at freedom from oppressive taxa¬ 
tion. That surely is within the scope of Alberta’s pow¬ 
er. With enormously- increased revenue, with unem¬ 
ployment costs negligible, now would be a wonderful 
time to make Alberta a shining example of liberation 
from heavy taxation. The ten point program also would 
“obtain economic security which the vast resources of 
Canada can provide for her citizens.” Alberta has her 
own natural resources which the province is administer¬ 
ing, but with what benefit to the people ? , 

If the premier is going to win converts to his new 
Monetary Reform organization, Alberta must show con¬ 
vincing results from his leadership. 

One of his first economies might be to dismiss Mr. 
Byrne who is no more than a barnacle on the ship of 
state. 


Larger Municipal Units 


f OOMING over the province, is a plat) for enlarging 
municipal units, by including several municipal 
districts and local improvement districts in one operat¬ 
ing body. It is expected that a few test units will be 
established before the new year. There is said to be 
legislation giving the government authority to go ahead 
with this plan. Amongst reasons given for instituting 
larger units are reduced administration costs and equal¬ 
ization of tax burden. 

From sketchy information available the formation of 
larger municipal units may follow the pattern of the 
large school units. Both schemes were drafted by the 
U.F.A. government, but met such a wave of opposition 
that no attempt was made to impose them upon the tax¬ 
payers of Alberta.| However, the large schbol units 
have now been established, and allowing them every 
possible virtue in some respects, the result has been in¬ 
creased taxation, an increase which runs 60% higher 
than under the small district plan in many instances. 
This does not rouse confidence that taxation would be 
lessened under the new plan for larger municipal units. 

In the U.F.A. scheme launched in 1932, the proposed 
incorporation for this district included districts 190, 191, 
192,221 and 222 and the L.I.D. of the foothills extending 
almost to Banff. Generally speaking the divisions were 
made with some regard for identical industries and in¬ 
terests. But the greatest objection was the inclusion 
of ranch areas with the more thickly populated farm 
areas. Requirements of ranching and farming areas 
jaao uoqexc} jo jsy « puajxa oj pus 'juaj-ayip ojr 
farm and ranch lands, was regarded in 19:12, and would 
be regarded in 1941 as most unfair. 

Some local municipal districts are in financial position 
far from good. Others, more fortunately situated or 
better administered have maintained excellent financial 
position. But the thickly settled municipal district has 
requirements of roads, schools and such services that 
do not exist in the foothills. Local Improvement dis¬ 
tricts manage as a rule very economically building their 
own roads and bridges as required, and reducing ex-

mani! reiterates that every phase of the series of battles . 
now goin^in is according to plan it is simply lying. If it 
had gonw^o smoothly it would now be over. The supreme 
coqimand may have a well-considered plan but it is far 
from perfect if it is not flexible enough for alterations 
made necessary by the mischances and imponderables that 
inarch with battles. Hitler may make his devotees believe 
everything is going according to plan, but if they had re¬ 
tained control of their thinking faculties they would know 
he had no intention, three months ago, of being where he 
ifc now. 

That’s the worst of being a dictator. He can’t afford to 
make mistakes, or rather to admit mistakes. According to 
plan the Russjans would be down and out now. The only 
mistake Hitler has admitted is that he mistook the powei 
of Russian resistance and he would not have admitted that 
except to point the moral that he, as the Saviour of Europe 
against bolshevism, struck none too soon. 

There has been a complete change in Hitler’s bearing 
toward the United States. Until lately he took pains to 
avoid action that might pull'them into the war. His object 
was to do nothing that would make difficult the work of 
his emissaries in “softening” the Americans. Now he 
seems eager to drive them into the war.? Why- Simply be¬ 
cause his Russian adveilture has got into a rut and be 
wants to get Japanese assistance. If the U.S. should de¬ 
clare war against Germany, Japan would have to declare 
war against the U.S. under the Axis terms. Accordingly 
he has given orders to sink American ships. 

What are employers of labor to do under a form of con¬ 
scription which says: “You may not increase your prices 
without our consent but you must increase wages by giv¬ 
ing a bonus based on cost-of-living indices compiled at 
Ottawa”? Governmental consent in one case and not in 
another is likely to breed suspicion of patronage and t he 
employer who is refused consent to raise the price of his 
products will either have to get out new lines at new pri¬ 
ces or reduce the quality of his product unless he is able 
and willing to continue to operate on a smaller profit basis. 

A Berlin correspondent writes that German barbers 
have been cautioned not to discuss the Russian affair. The 
limit of repression is reached when anyone anywhere dares 
to define what barbers may or may not discuss with their 
patrons. .j , 

The Italian Stefina Agency says that for eight days the 
Italian column in the Stalino sector withstood a flank at¬ 
tack. It will remembered that in th$ other war it was not 
during-’a flank attack that Mussolini was wounded. 

When Vichy declines comment on a report that Petain 
had offered himself as a hostage the inference is that he 
did or that Vichy wishes it to be believed. If he did it was 
a generous gesture, although life at 86 under such horrible 
circumstances should not be hard to give up. The offer 
becomes him much better than his excuse that agents of 
foreign powers are responsible for instigating the killing 
of German soldiers in France. It becomes him better than 
his appeal to Hitler which might be phrased this way: 
“Please Fuerhrer, don’t kill a hundred of my people for 
one of your people that is killed by an unknown person." 

Mis. Neilson, M.P., was not so enthusiastic about help¬ 
ing Britain, as she is now about Russia. She has been ad¬ 
dressing meetings in the East with other friends and fel¬ 
low-travellers of Russia and the advertisements imply that 
Britain will default on her promises to aid Russia unless 
she is prodded into action. Labor groups in Britain, too, 
are engaged in same work of holding meetings, and par¬ 
ades to spur Churchill into an invasion of the continent. 
Churchill, mind you, who up to 1939 was a war-monger, 
but is now in their view a wishy-washy fellow. 

Mr. Roosevelt will do well to keep out of w r ar if his coun¬ 
try will not back him up in any measure he may take to 
put J. L. I-ewis where he belongs. The appeal to have him 
call off the strike because it would injure defense work was 
bound to fail because the strike was called by Lewis for 
that purpose. It is as if he appealed to a yeggman not to 
blow up a bank vault because the bank might lose money 
thereby. If Mr. Roosevelt can be defied by this ruffian 
there is no reason why we should allow him to get into a 
position where he can defy a more supine government in 
Canada. The C.I.O. and all its affiliates should be banned 
from Canada as outlaws for that is what they.are. 

No one who would undertake t« fix prices should shy at 
conscription. It is a form of conscription not promised 
during the elections. Indeed we were by implication prom¬ 
ised freedom from such restrictions upon individual liber¬ 
ty. But new occasions teach new duties. If we are to avoid 
inflation we must do things that smack of compulsion and 
dictatorship and if we are to deserve a record for fairness 
and impartiality the more inflexible the rules the better. 
The curious thing is that the U.S. which decreed conscrip¬ 
tion of man-power, hesitates to take the economic steps 
Canada ras taken.

German papers rage against Roosevelt’s latest speech. 
They say his charges against Germany are fake, and de¬ 
mand proof of his qlaim that he has a map showing how 
South and Central America are to be split up into five di¬ 
visions governed by Axis members. Now, why should any¬ 
one have to prove anything against Nazi Germany 

peases to a minimum. To tax low value grazing land 
on the same basis as farm land or to saddle local im¬ 
provement districts with a share of municipal obliga¬ 
tions is certain to bring general and justifiable protest. 

Municipal governments have been conscientious and 
efficient in keeping down taxation, and safeguarding the 
taxpayer. They have set ah example to provincial and 
federal governments. Whether a union of several muni¬ 
cipal districts in one unit would reduce taxation or im¬ 
prove services is open to question. But if the govern¬ 
ment is seriously interested in reducing taxes and pro¬ 
tecting the taxpayer, a much more constructive move 
would be to enlarge the provincial ridings and reduce 
the number of legislative members. And still more pro¬ 
ductive of having would be the union of the three prai¬ 
rie provinces in one unit for administration.

Reduced Three 
Million Ac. Wheat 


Alberta Farmers Cut Down 
on Wheat Acreage. New 
Bonuses To Be Paid Shortly 

Alberta farmers reduced acreage by 
3,000,000 acres this year, with 2,000,- 
000 to summerfallow and 1,000,000 to 
grains. 

There are 76,000 wheat growing 
farmers in Alberta of whom 62,269 
have made application under the 
Wheat Acreage Reduction. Fifty 
percent of the claims filed for the 
wheat acreage reduction bonus have 
been passed for payment and the total 
amounts to more than $4,000,000. 

High interim payments are being 
rushed out so that every farmer who 
applies will have at least some money 
on account in November. Claims up 
to $60 will be passed immediately for 
payment. On claims over $50, 75 per 
cent will be passed immediately for 
payment and adjustments will be 
made later. 

On those payments which have al¬ 
ready been made and on which the 
farmer is dissatisfied as to the amount 
a definite policy of adjustment will be 
followed. Municipal secretaries and 
provincial inspectors should get their 
ratepayers to apply for these adjust¬ 
ment*. 

In addition to the W.A.R. and the 
P.F.A.A. payments, there will be paid 
to all farmers in Alberta qualifying 
under P.F.A.A. regulations, a Prairie 
Farm Income Payment. This is 75 
cents per acre on one-half of the far¬ 
mers’ cultivated acreage. Maximum 
payment to any farmer is $150. The 
amount will be paid in two instal¬ 
ments—60 percent as soon as possible 
after Dec. 1, and 40 percent as soon 
as possible after March 1. To obtan. 
payment, farmers must submit a cul¬ 
tivated acreage statement or report 
before Nov. 30. 1941, to the office of 
their municipality or direct to the of¬ 
fice of administration in Edmonton.

Fanners who 
have already filed a cultivated acre¬ 
age report for ‘1941 under the P.F.A. 
Act need not file a further statement 
Farmers who have not filed a culti¬

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Nordegg Mines 
Major Tragedy 

Many Lives Lost, One of 
Greatest Disasters in 'Cana¬ 
dian Mining History 

The trapping of 30 men in an- under¬ 
ground cave-in at Nordegg coal mine 
has been one of the major tragedies in 
Canadian'miifing history- It is one of 
the worst to have happened in Alber¬ 
ta, recalling the disaster .at Hillcrest 
in 1914 when 189 were killed. In 1935, 
Coalhurst experienced a mining acci¬ 
dent that cost 16 lives. , 

A terrific explosion in one section 
of the mine caused a large cave-in un¬ 
derground, trapping the men. Several 
were badly mangled when eventually 
rescue parties got through, but many 
others died from the fumes which cir¬ 
culated when the entrance caved in. 

The mine employs about 400 men 
and works op 24-hour basis. There is 
an output of 2000 tons of briquettes 
daily. This is the first major accident 
in the mine and all possible safety pre¬ 
cautions had been taken according to 
P. Conroy of Calgary, vice-president 
of United Mine Workers of America. 

While rescuers were working 
through to the scene of the cave-in, 
the little town was a scene of tragedy 
with women and children waiting at 
the pithead to receive their dead.
